THE BOMB VICTIMS. 


ALL THE WOUNDED CHICAGO VICTIMS NOW 
OUT OF DANGER. 


Nearly All the Trades Strikes Ending—The 
ERight-Hour Association Adopts Sensible 
Resolutions—Action of the Furniture Manu- 
facturers—The Local Labor Situation. 


CHICAGO, Ill., May 12.—The twenty-three 
wounded officers at the County Hospital, the 
majority of whom are victims of the bomb 
explosion, are all out of danger, and the phy- 
sician in charge of the hospital says that he 
hasno longer any fears that they will die. 
Officers Jacob Hansen and Lawrence Murphy 
will have to go through the remaining years of 
their lives cripples, the first minus a leg and 
the other a foot, but the brave fellows accept 
their situation without a murmur. Charlies 
Scumacher, the young tailor who was shot 
through the liver by a policeman during the 
riot, and who has suffered great agony ever 
since, died at midnight. He declared from 
the first that he was not a Socialist,
